Agents Think Records 
of Concern That Lost 
Charter Might Help 
Untangle Deals of 
Rackets Boss. 


Missing financial records of 
a St. Louis corporation which 
lost its state charter in 1956 
were sought intensively today 
by Federal Treasury agents in 
the investigation of Frank 
(Buster) Wortman, East Side 
rackets boss, 

The corporation is Mullen 
Truck Service, Inc., predeces- 
sor to Acme Motor Service, 
Inc., whose books have been 
closely scrutinized in the Wort- 
man inquiry. Acme rents truck 
trailers to Chicago-St. Louis 
Express, Inc., also involved in 
the investigation. 

Federal agents, who have 
been. attempting to untangle 
Wortman’s well-hidden finan- 
cial dealings for two years, ex- 
pressed the belief that the 
Mullen Truck Service records 
are key evidence in their 
search. 

Mullen Truck Service, Inc. 
was incorporated June 17, 1949 
with John R. Mullen Sr., 1465A 
College avenue, East St. Louis, 
as registered agent. The in- 
corporators were Mullen; John 
R. Mullen Jr. and Charlotte 
Mullen. Authorized capitaliza- 
tion was $100,000, but only 18 
shares of $100-par value stock 
were issued. 

Notarized by Accountant. 

George J. Frank, an account- 
ant employed by Wortman, 
notarized the company’s papers. 
Frank is employed also as an 
accountant by Acme and is 
secretary of Chicago-St. Louis 
Express, Inc. He has appeared 
before a federal grand jury at 
East St. Louis in the Wortman 
investigation. 

Records in the Secretary of 
State’s office at Jefferson City 
show that on June 18, 1954, the 
company sought to change its 
officers and directors. The 
change was never made be- 
cause the company failed to 
comply with legal require- 
ments. 

Under the proposal John J. 
Burke, now president and reg- 
istered agent of Chicago-St. 
Louis Express, was to be presi- 
dent of the Mullen company. 
His wife, Mrs. Rose Burke, was 
to be vice president, and Wil- 
5 Godfrey was to be secre- 


y. 

The Secretary of State for- 
feited the corporation’s charter 
dan. 1, 1956 because the firm 
failed to file an annual report 
and anti-trust affidavit in 1955. 

Succeeded by Acme. 

Acme then succeeded Mullen 
Truck Service. Both firms were 
organized to engage in the bus- 
iness of leasing trucks. 

Burke's name did not appear 
on the records as an incorpor- 
ator of Acme, however. The in- 
corporators and officers were 
John M. Saicic, 5874 Wabada 
avenue, president; James P. 
Monaghan, 1612 St. Louis ave- 
hue, East St. Louis, vice-presi- 
dent, and Eugene G. Mogab, 
6225 Pointview lane, secretary- 
treasurer. 

Mogab also is office manager 
for Chicago-St.Louis Express. 
Saicic is president of Daisy Ex- 
press Co., 1100 Armstrong ave- 
nue. Chicago-St. Louis Express 
was charged last September in 
a federal criminal information 
with illegally taking over con- 
trol and management: of Daisy 

press. 

Both Burke and his wife are 
under indictment on charges of 
evading $25,957 in federal 
taxes on income for the years

The 
Attorney General's drive will 
concentrate on leaders of 
organized crime. 

It was learned the investi- 


gators here conferred with the 
United States Attorney's of- 
fice: Alcohol Tax Unit, which 
keeps a register of all persons 


permitted to have guns or 
revolvers: Narcotics Bureau; 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 


tion; Internal Revenue Service, 
and city and state police ol- 
ficials 
To Catalog Hoodlums.

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SENATE WILL ACT 


ON LABOR LAWS, 
JOHNSON SAYS 


WASHINGTON, April 30 
(AP)—The prospect of new la- 
bor legislation from Congress 
this year appeared a bit im- 
proved today. 

Senator Lyndon Johnson of 
Texas, Senate Democratic ma- 


- jority leader, said after a con- 


ference with AFL-CIO leaders 
yesterday that he told them 
the Senate is determined to 
pass adequate legislation to 
curb labor corruption. 

Johnson said the Senate La- 
bor Committee will start hear- 
ings next Monday on a wide 
variety of labor law proposals. 
AFL-CIO president George 
Meany said the federation 
would co-operate in legislation 
to clean up labor racketeering. 

In the House, Speaker Sam 
Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, said 
he expected the Labor Com- 
mittee to approve a bill, passed 
by the Senate Monday, to re- 
quire public accounting to the 
Government of all employe 
welfare and pension fund op- 
erations. However, this bill 
may not reach the House floor 
before late May. 

Conemunianal interest in the 
labor field is not so much in 
the relatively non-controversial 
welfare fund reporting bill as 
in_a series of proposals seek- 
ing to insure democratic ad- 
ministration of labor union af- 
fairs. 

A series of such proposals by 
Senator William F. Knowland 
of California, the Senate Re- 
publican minority leader, and 
President Eisenhower's Admin- 
istration were voted down in 
Senate consideration of the 
welfare fund bill. 

But Johnson promised these 
will be considered in the Sen- 
ate hearings beginning next 
week before the Labor sub- 
committee headed by Senator 
John F. Kennedy (Dem.), Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Labor’s Position. 

Kennedy participated with 
Johnson in the closed-door ses- 
sion with AFL-CIO leaders 
Meany, Walter Reuther, George 
Harrison and Al Hayes. Meany, 
while saying the AFL-CIO 
would co-operate with Con- 
gress, made it clear the fed- 
eration opposes many of the 
Knowland and Eisenhower pro- 
posals as well as sonfé by Sen- 
ator John L. McClellan (Dem.) 
Arkansas, chairman of the 
Senate rackets investigating 
committee. 

Mr. Eisenhower has backed 
a decision of Republican con- 
gressional leaders to try to 
force through broad regulatory 
legislation affecting labor 
unions. 

But Senator Barry F. Gold- 
water (Rep.), Arizona, predicted 
in a speech to the United States 
Chamber of Commerce that 
Congress -would not legislate 
this year against racketeering 
and other abuses uncovered in 
Senate hearings. Representa- 
tive Joseph W. Martin of 
Massachusetts, House Repub- 
lican minority leader, also ex- 
pressed doubt that any general 
labor legislation will be en- 
acted this session. 


PRIVATE BUYERS 
GET PRIORITY ON 
INDIAN FORESTS 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP) 
~—The Senate Interior Commit- 
tee approved yesterday an Ad- 
ministration bill to offer pri- 
vate interests first opportunity 
to buy timber lands of the 
Klamath Indian reservation in 
Oregon. 

The lands are to be sold so 
that individual Indians may be 
given their share of tribal as- 
sets on withdrawing from the 
tribe with the end of federal 
supervision over the Klamaths. 

If no private purchasers are 
interested, the timber would 
be bought by the Federal Gov- 
ernment for inclusion in the 
national forests. 

The committee amended the 
bill to provide authority for 
the Government to pay up to 
$90,000,000 for the lands.

Nixon flew in from Uruguay, 
first official stop on his 18-day, 
eight-nation tour of Latin 
America. Twenty-five Washing- 
ton newspaper men and a party 
of civilian aids accompanying 
Nixon arrived in another plane 
about an hour ahead of the 
Vice President. 

Before leaving Uruguay, 
Nixon told a press conference | 
that the people of the United | 
States “look with great hopes | 
at the new Argentine adminis- | 
tration and trust that democ- 
racy and freedom will find a 
climate in which they can 
grow.” 

Argentina, like most of the 
nations Nixon will visit, is 
plagued by economic troubles. 
Frondizi will have to seek a 
Way ‘to reconcile labor demands 
for wage increases with the 
inflation that has depreciated 
Argentina’s currency nearly 11 
per cent in a year.

Mental Health’s Plight 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
The decision of the Mental 
Health Association of St. Louis 
to withdraw from the United 
Fund was a difficult one, made 
., only after careful consideration. 
- The letter from Samuel D. Co- 
nant of the United Fund and the 
Post-Dispatch suggestion that we 
reconsider are received in the 
good grace that they are offered 
and are not taken lightly. The de- 
cision of our board of directors, 
made after many meetings on the 
‘ subject, was based on these con- 
siderations: 

Even with the steady support 
and increases given us by the 
United Fund, our budget to pro- 
mote mental health and fight 
‘ mental disease is smaller by far 

v than that of any other major 
health agency. Until the pres- 
ent, we have been essentially a 
public education service; but the 
rowing problems of mental 
éalth demand more than this. 
We must provide a referral 
service for those seeking help, 
make sure the treatment services 
are available, provide rehabilita- 
tion service for those who re- 
., cover, more funds for research. 


Our association has a respon- 
sibility to the community to de- 
velop mental health resources. At 
the present time we are lagging 
behind Cleveland, San Francisco, 
Baltimore, Boston and other cities 
comparable in size to St. Louis 
in the way of community support 
of mental health. 

In our talks with United Fund 
officials we hoped there would be 
at least some indications that we 
could be supported at a higher 
level in 1959. These officials 
could give us no hope that we 
could axpect expanded income 
from the United Fund next year 
or in the years ahead. 

The United Fund approach of 
“One Gift for All” is convenient 
and efficient for the giver and 

. evidently is doing a good job of 
sustaining the majority of com- 
munity agencies. We wish this 
program the greatest success but 
our decision must stand,

Not for Weapons Alone 


The swift of scientific advance since 
the first and the persistence of old 
rivalries and bureaucratic methods are both 
apparent in the hearings being conducted by 
the special House Committee on Astronauties 
and Space Exploration on a bill to establish 
a civilian space agency. 

It was obvious before the hearings that 
there must be almost perfect co-operation be- 
tween the civilian and military personnel that 
will deal with the space problems that lie 
ahead. The testimony thus far has made it 


¢ even more apparent that this is paramount. 


The reminder of the “missiles mess” that en- 
dured for several years and is just being 
straightened up is an example of what can 
happen. 

The Senate’s special committee on space 
will begin hearings May 6 and Dr. James R. 
Killian, the President’s adviser on scientific 
problems, is expected to report before long on 
what space problems should be left in the 
Péntagon and which turned over to some new 
agency of the Government. Meanwhile, the 
Advanced Research Projects Agency, set up 
in February and under military control, has 
orders to devise means for carrying out such 
things as rocket probes of the moon. Once 
the new civilian agency is formed, a review 
of the functions of ARPA is expected. 


In every angle of the subject of space there 
enters the question of meshing the civilian 
and military gears. James H. Doolittle, an 
industrialist and a retired Air Force lieuten- 
ant-general, now chairman of the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, told the 
Congressmen: “Our national space effort must 
be under civil direction insofar as the very 
important non-military aspects of the pro- 
gram are concerned, with the necessary pro- 
viso that there must be effective co-operation 
and co-ordination between the civil space 
work and the military space work.” 


Similar testimony has been given by 
Rear Adm. Hyman Rickover, father of the 
atomic submarine, Krafft Ehricke, an astro- 
nautics expert for Convair Co., William H. 
Pickering, director of the Army’s jet labora-. 
tory at Berkeley, Calif.. Dr. Wernher von 
Braun, who perfected the Army’s Jupiter mis- 
sile, and several others. All are exceptionally 
well qualified to testify on the subject. Those 
who saw handicaps likely to arise from a ci- 
vilian space agency included Maj. Gen. Ber- 
nard A. Schriever, the Air Force’s ballistic 
missile chief, and Maj. Gen. John B. Medaris, 
Army missiles project chief, who testified a 
special space unit within the Defense Depart- 
ment would function better than a civilian 
space agency. They, too, are good witnesses 
but it seems fair to ask if they are not prone 
to be parochial in their views. 


It is easy to say that the ARPA should 
handle the purely military projects and a 
civilian agency should handle such things as 
space exploration, mapping and geodesy, 
meteorology and communications. But the 
difficulty lies in determining where the mil- 
itary begins and ends. One general testified 
he believed the field was big enough for a 
civilian agency and then listed so many proj- 
ects as purely military that a spokesman for 
the National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics commented “the only thing left for a 
civilian agency is the production -of butter 
for the Navy.” 


The space program can not be reduced to 
anything so simple as saying that the military 
will develop a million-pound thrust engine 
while the civilian scientist determines what 
instruments go in the nose cone. What will be 
required will be co-operation of a higher de- 
gree than has ever been approached thus far. 
It must be co-operation that realizes the full 
potential of free creative ability unfettered 
by military stereotypes. And there must be 
leadership that lifts the goals of space re- 

*search beyond the purely military realm. 

The safety of the nation demands that such 
spirit be engendered to go along with what- 
ever final program is laid down and whatever 
agencies are perfected to meet the challenge 
of outer space, 
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A By-Pass and Business 


Recently the Missouri Highway Commission 
decided on a new interstate highway by-pass 
at Boonville. Merchants had demanded a 
route closer to town, on grounds that the by- 
pass would hurt business. The Highway De- 
partment hears this argument so frequently 
that it has finally prepared to answer it, with 
an economic study made at Rolla. In the 
two years after U.S. 66 by-pass was con- 
structed there, retail gross sales in Rolla in- 
creased steadily. Of course a by-pass does 
not guarantee that business will prosper. But 
old highways, congestion and through traffic 
do not necessarily mean good business. 


Nasser on the Red Carpet 


Gamal Abdel Nasser, the Egyptian Presi- 
dent of the United Arab Republic, received 
the A-1 reception in Moscow, the de luxe cere- 
mony which includes jet fighter esgorts and 
singing children bearing bouquets. U.S.S.R. 
President Voroshilov, with Khrushchev beam- 
ing assent, recited the “perpetual peace and 
friendship” address. The dapper new Saladin 
showed by his reply that he had just as many 
superlatives at his command. 


Nasser stopped in Budapest for 90 minutes 
and breakfast on his way to Moscow. He said 
that even this brief visit had vastly improved 
relations between his government and the 
Hungarian Reds. Since he is to remain in 
the Soviet Union for 18 days, the improve- 
ment of relations with the Kremlin should be 
almost incalculable. Of course, Nasser’s ina- 
bility as a Moslem to respond to v toasts

As a legislative pilot, Senator Lyndon John- 


son remarkable skill in steering 
the bill for regulating welfare funds to an 
88-0 Senate passage. 

Here was the first labor legislation facing 
a successful voyage in Congress after years of 
talk and no action. The Administration was 
for it and no one in Congress was openly 
against it. Yet Republican Senators directed 
by Minority Leader Knowland of California 
harassed it with unrelated amendments. 

A brief box score shows, what happened: 50 
amendments submitted, 16 actually debated, 
one withdrawn, 14 defeated and one accepted. 
For this record Majority Leader Johnson mus- 
tered the entire Democratic membership, ex- 
cept for Senator Lausche of Ohio, plus a 
dozen liberal Republicans led by Senator Ives 
of New York. 

The only amendment which this alliance 
permitted to pass was one to prohibit crim- 
inals from administering welfare funds—and 
as Senator Kennedy told the amendment’s 
author, Senator Mundt of South Dakota, “All 
the Senators are against criminals.” 

The bill thus sent to the House requires 
adequate financial reports to the Secretary 
of Labor on some 55,000 major pension and 
welfare funds administered by unions or em- 
ployers or both together. 

Strangely enough, it was the rise of anti- 
labor sentiment in the Senate that made pos- 
sible the passage of a bill which is not anti- 
labor, but which was approved by the AFIL- 
CIO. The bill should have been passed two 
years ago. 

At that time a committee under Senator 
Douglas of Illinois exposed mismanagement 
of welfare funds controlled both by labor 
and management. The Douglas committee 
noted that welfare funds affected 75,000,000 
Americans and involved 25 billion dollars. 

Since then, the McClellan inquiry into labor 
racketeering has changed the political cli- 
mate. The AFL-CIO came to the view that 
welfare fund reporting would protect millions 
of union members. And Senator Knowland 
and his followers, in failing to attach a whole- 
sale labor code to the welfare fund bill, final- 
ly found themselves in the position of having 
to accept the bill without change. 

One lesson from the Senate struggle is that 
the welfare fund issue ought to be kept sepa- 
rate from general labor reforms. The House 
should not.risk a sound bill on the shoals of 
labor controversy, as the Senate Republicans 
sought to do.

Where St. Louis Ranks Very Low 


Although St. Louis has long had a reputa- 
tion as a city rich in outlets for artistic and 
cultural expression, there is a need for some- 
thing approaching a renaissance in the field 
of higher edueation. This is made alarmingly 
clear by the city’s present low rank in per- 
centage of college graduates in the adult 
population: 29th in a list of 33 large metro- 
politan centers. In that same list, St. Louis 
is ninth in population. 

President Elmer Ellis of the University of 
Missouri noted the city’s low standing in per- 
centage of college graduates recently. 

A committee of educators is now studying 
the desirability of establishing. here another 
four-year, or at least a two-year college which 
would be as nearly tuition-free as possible.

We should, that is to say, 
make it known that as and 
when a mutual security system 
can be worked out between 
East and West, we shall be in 
favor of the withdrawal in 
phases over a period of years 
of the non-European forces 
from the continent of Europe. 


This would mark a great | 


| change in our European pol- 
| icies. 
lieve, a change for the better 
in that—if it were done effec- 
| tively and magnanimously—it 
would restore to the Western 
allies the political initiative.

Foreign Armies Must Go. 
I do not mean to say that 
we should propose disengage- 
ment because we have reason 
to think that the Russians will 
find it awkward to oppose it. 
A better and more respectable 
reason for proposing disen- 
gagement is that the time is 
bound to come when the for- 
eign armies must leave the soil 
of Europe. 
| We do not have to be stupid 
and soft in negotiation, but I 
would like to see us identify | 
ourselves with the future, and | 
to stand again as we have 
done in our better days with 
those who have the courage to | 
hope and to believe. 

It cannot’ be that the best 
we can offer Europe and the 
world is that the foreign 
armies of occupation which ar- 
' rived during World War II will |

Debate Outside Conferences. 

Finally, though it is known

ger timing, double takes, 
mugging, non-sequiturs 
and outrageous gags, 
much of it explosively 
funny. 

Green says he got the 
idea for “Make Me 
Laugh” the day he ap- 
plied for a job as a comic 
in the Borscht circuit 
and, in his agent's office, 
was confronted by a 
small, middle-aged, solemn couple—the owners of the hotel 
—who said: “So, nu, make me laugh.” Most Borscht cir- 
cuit commedians, he said, had to run this terrible gauntlet. 
That's essentially the idea of “Make Me Laugh,” (seen lo- 
cally on KTVI). Stony-faced contestants try not to laugh 
while comedians like Frank Fontaine, Joey Carter, Louis 
Nye, Gene Baylos, Sid Gould, Harvey Stone or Buddy Les- 
ter try to break them up. , 


“Comics are a problem in television,” Mort 
Green says. “They are, in the main, frenetic, and 
when the frenzy reaches the point of no return you 
have a breakdown of your organization and the 
show. The key word is discipline. There are two 
kinds of comics, those who are disciplined and 
those who are not. 


JOHN CROSBY 


“The disciplined ones are the big stars. Take Jerry 
Lewis. As a kid he was undisciplined; his comedy reached 
fantastic heights, but it was completely intuitive and it was 
spotty. When he and Martin became a team, they were 
an organized group of just two people and the comedy be- 
came steady and commercial, When he does something now 

that doesn’t come off, he knows it was lack of discipline. 

) “On ‘Make Me Laugh’ we're using many of the lesser 
comedians. They’re not on television much because they're 
undisciplined and can’t be used within the confines of a 
script show. On this show they can appear with a minimum 
of material and make their lack of discipline pay off. 
They're good at ad libbing and timing and can come up 
with a gag about the way the contestant crosses his legs 
or the shape of his nose, or the idiosyncrasies of his occupa- 
tion.” 


IN A SEASON conspicuous for the absence of comedy, 
“Make Me Laugh” is a notable exception and has been 
getting a fantastic amount of mail (partly because they ask 
for it in connection with a home-viewing gimmick). Why, 
Green was asked, did comedy die on television? 

“It all began to look the same,” he replied. “There 
“were loads of situation comedies all based on ‘I Love Lucy’ 
but not as good. There was Berle, a superb talent in every 
-phasé of show busifiess, but after eight years he needed 
“a complete change. When that wore out, there was no- 
where to go but a long hiatus. Sid Caesar is probably the 
greatest character comedian since Chaplin. But he’s tre- 
mendously inside—his stuff is just for the few who know 
what he’s talking about, like Japanese movies. He lacks 
discipline, too. 


“One problem in television is that inventive- 
nead ig not popular. Sponsors wunt things that are 
tried and tested. This limite the creativity of 
comedy. You can’t do satire today; the closest you 
can come to it is parody. Fred Allien once said 
that the minute everything becomes too sacred to 
joke about, comedy goes by the board. 


“Then the era of the singer came in. After records 
had been on the wane during the hassle over speeds, they 
began to come back. Hi-fi came in, But I think there's 
no question that the comedian will be back. After all, 
people like to laugh better than anything.” 


THE ODD THING is that top comedy writers like 
Goodman Ace, Mort Green and George Foster are now 
writing for, of all people, Perry Como, Green thinks Como 
would be great in any era but he also has the best help and 
talent and the most highly organized and efficient operation 
in television. Como knows what he wants and what he 
doesn’t want is frenzy or fights. For a while he didn't 
even. want jokes—actually they aren't jokes exactly but 
funny situations—but, possibly because he is the type you 
don't expect to be funny, the gentle little funny bits written 
for him get big laughs.

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Radioactive Fishermen 
. Become Front-Page News 
By Ralph E. Lapp 


Fourth Installment. 


YAIZU is a fishing port with no daily newspaper of its 
own. Like so many other towns in Japan, it fell under the 
news penumbra of metropolitan papers. Had there been a 
daily newspaper in Yauzi, the story of the Lucky Dragon might 
have broken quickly. But as things happened, it came out 
later, when the story was splashed over Page 1 of a leading 


Tokyo newspaper. 

It was not until the morning 
of Tuesday, March 16, that the 
Yomiuri spread its exclusive 
story on the tragic mishap that 
befell the 23 fishermen across 
the front page. 

The story was out at last. It 
was inevitable, however, that 
the news would have broken 
that day or shortly afterward, 
for on Monday morning Dr. T. 
Ooi telephoned a brief report 
of the treatment of the fisher- 
men to the Fujieda Health Cen- 
ter. Actually, Dr. Ooi gave the 
report to a clerk who failed to 
contact the proper authorities 
until 3 p. m. on the afternoon 
of March 15. The Fujieda 
Health. Center relayed the in- 
formation to the medical sec- 
tion of the Shizuoka Prefec- 
tute but the chief of the de- 
partment was absent. It Was 
decided that it was a matter for 
the Welfare Ministry and it 
would take a day or two before 
action could begin. Dr. Ooi 
had also requested a Geiger 
counter but the offical who 
was contacted did not under- 
stand what the instrument was. 

The Fujieda officials were 
busy on the telephone the 
morning of March 16. They 
notified the Yaizu city officials 
that the chief of the Shizuoka 
Prefecture Medical Depart- 
ment would visit Yaizu at 1 
p.m. that same day to investi- 
gate the situation. The crew- 
men were requested to be 
present at the Yaizu City Hos- 
pital at 2 p.m., but hours be- 
fure they received the request 
the fishermen knew that some- 
thing unusual was in the wind. 
Some of the seamen from the 
Lucky Dragon knocked off 
from their chores aboard ship 
and sauntered down the pier 
for a walk. They observed a 
small crowd of people gath- 
ered around an electric lamp 
pole. They were reading a 
newspaper tacked up on the 
pole. Edging in closer the crew- 
men from the Lucky Dragon 
were surprised to see that they 
were in the headlines. They 
had no idea that what happened 
to them on March 1 would be 
of such overwhelming signifi- 
cance. 

The crewmen had heard that 
Sanjiro Masuda and Tadashi 
Yamamoto had gone off to 
Tokyo and four more of the 
crew had been at Yaizu Hos- 

pital yesterday. If they had 
their doubts about the news 
value of the Lucky Dragon, 
these were soon settled as a 
swarm of reporters, photog- 
raphers and their assistants 
descended upon the pier. 

The first scientist to arrive 
on the scene was Prof. Ta- 
kanobu Shiokawa from the 
nearest city, Shizuoka, about a 
half-hour’s drive by car. The 
English - speaking, mild - man- 
nered Dr. Shiokawa was at his 
laboratory in the Chemistry 
Department of the University 
of Shizuoka when he was given 
a few brief details about the 
Lucky Dragon, supplementing 
those he had read in the news- 
paper an hour earlier. Then 
he was asked to go to Yaizu 
and check for radioactivity. 

After meeting with Yaizu 
city officials the Shizuoka 
scientist drove directly to the

hospital and consulted with Dr. 
Ooi. Five crewmen from the 
Lucky Dragon were already at 
the hospital, and at Dr. Ooi’s 
request the scientist began to 
inspect the men for traces of 
radioactivity. 

Dr. Shiokawa flipped the 
“on” switch of the Geiger 
counter and waited for a mo- 
ment for the instrument to 
warm up. The slender black 
needle of the instrument swung 
across the scale and then 
settled back to near its normal 
position on the left-hand side 


of the scale. The slightly built — 


professor, who speaks gently, 
adjusted the control knobs and 
listened to the “count” of the 
instrument. 


When he was sure the in- 
strument was operating prop- 
erly, Dr. Shiokawa brought 
it near one of the crewmen.« 
Immediately, he heard a rise’ 
in the clicking rate, so he 
glanced at the instrument 
dial. It wavered as he 
brought the counter closer 
to the sailor, who by this 
time was taking an intense 
interest in what was happen- 
ing to him, Being so slight 
in stature, the professor 
stood on tiptoe to bring the 
counter near the crewman’s 
head. The needle swung over 
toward the high end of the 
instrument scale. The man 
was radioactive. Fishing Mas- 
ter Misaki was the most radio- 
active of the five men. 


The Geiger counter gave 
conclusive proof that the men 
were contaminated with radio- 
active material. But this was 
different from Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. Although thousands 
of people had been hurt by 
radiation from the two bombs, 
none of them was rendered 
radioactive by the explosions. 
Now, two weeks and two days 
after the Bikini explosion, the 
men carried with them rem- 
nants of the radioactivity. 

If the men were themselves 
radioactive, what must the boat 
be like? This was the question 
which prompted Dr. Shiokawa 
to urge that they proceed at 
once to where the Lucky Drag- 
on was berthed. Meanwhile, he 
asked that all the members of 
the crew be assembled to- 
gether so that they might be 
carefully checked for radio- 
active contamination on their 
bodies. 

Hurrying to the dock, the 
survey party found the Lucky 
Dragon tied up, with fishing 
boats moored on either side. 
The little boat was crawling 
with newsmen, photographing 
the boat and the crew from 
every angle. Small clusters of 
reporters crowded around 
members of the crew, seeking 
additional news angles. 


When they were still 100 
feet from the boat, Dr. Shio- 
kawa’s sensitive Geiger coun- 
ter starter clicking at an ac- 
celerated beat. he Lucky 
Dragon was indeed radio- 
active. 


Before going aboard the lit- 
tle boat, Dr. Shiokawa care- 
fully checked a little instru- 
ment about the size of a foun-

tain pen. It was a pocket meter 
for adding up the amount of 
radiation he would _ receive 
aboard the boat. Then he 
climbed aboard, wedging his 
slender body between the 
massed humanity on deck. He 
was astonished at the way the 
survey instrument needle 
flipped over to the high side 
of the scale. Never before had 
he encountered radioactivity 
like this. In his laboratory at 
Shizuoka he had dealt with ra- 
dioactive substances but never 
with anything of such potency. 

The main source of the ra- 
dioactivity was coming from 
above one of the crew's quar- 
ters, so Dr. Shiokawa climbed 
up on the roof of the crew 
space and found that the in- 
strument gave a considerably 
higher reading. Coils of rope 
and buoys were stacked on the 
roof and the scientist soon dis- 
covered that these were ex- 
tremely radioactive. All during 
their long voyage home the 
men in the after cabin had 
been sleeping right under an 
intense source of radiation. 
This was not so true of the 
men in the forward crew space, 
where the radioactive dust 
must have been washed off by 


the crew or swept off by the 
waves. 

Alarmed by what he found, 
Dr. Shiokawa gave orders that 
the boat should be taken from 
its berth and placed in quaran- 
tine. Before he left the Lucky 
Dragon he looked around for 
a good sample of the dust and 
found some whitish-gray pow- 
der in various corners. Shio- 
kawa would have liked to have 
a purer sample of the ash and 
it occurred to him to ask the 
crew members if by chance 
anyone had kept samples of 
the dust. A crewman who had 
been nearby listening to the 
continuous drone of the loud- 
speaker attached to the Geiger 
counter reached in a pocket 
and pulled out a small folded 
piece of waterproof paper. 
Handing it to the scientist, the 
sailor said that he collected 
it as a “lucky” souvenir. The 
professor was delighted to get 
the good sample, for it meant 
that he could analyze it in his 
laboratory. He learned that 
Misaki had collected a much 
bigger sample, but that it had 
been taken to the University 
of Tokyo Hospital by one of 
the crewmen. 


It took Dr. Shiokawa 20 


minutes to complete his survey 
of the boat. He had no wish 
to tarry on board the “hot” 
ship, so he stepped ashore. In 
these 20 minutes his pocket 
meter ran up a total of 16 
milliroentgens. Thus the aver- 
age exposure of a person board 
ship at that time would have 
been about 50 milliroentgens 
per hour or 1.2 roentgens per 
day. At the time when the ash 
fell upon the decks of the 
Lucky Dragon, it must have 
been much more radioactive. 
Prof. Shiokawa knew that, but 
until he could make an analy- 
sis of the ash and find out 
what was in it, he could not 
project backward and estimate 
how much “hotter” the radio- 
active ash was. 

Anyway, the scientist knew 
that the analysis could wait. 
The main thing was to isolate 
the ship and examine the men 
for radioactivity. At his urging, 
the boat was towed away that 
evening and anchored at the 
northern edge of the harbor. 


On the dock, one of the 
reporters who had been inter- 
viewing the crew (being care- 
ful not to touch them) com- 
plained of being sick and 
wondered if he had bgen “in- 
fected” from the men. He was 
reassured that this could not 
happen, but he became upset 
when the Geiger counter was 
held close to his sandals and 


it buzzed with an ominous 
sound. In walking about the 
decks of the ship, he had 


picked up some of the radio- 
active dust. This reminded Dr 
Shiokawa that they ought to 
visit the homes of the fisher- 
men and urge them to remove 
all contaminated articles. But 
it was late and some of the 
fishermen lived in out-of-the- 
way locations, so it was decided 
to make a Geiger counter 
survey of the homes later. 
The news that they were ra- 
dioactive hit the seamen slow- 
ly. They knew so little of what 
it meant that they were unable 


to comprehend its meaning. 
True, they were horrified 
when the Geiger counters 


spluttered and the instruments’ 
needles flipped across the 
scale. Looking at the scientists 
and seeing their surprise, the 
crewmen knew that something 
most unusual was happening 
But it was as though they 
had been told they had a rare 
and strange disease: they did 
not really react until others 
around them reacted.

An official of the Shizu- 
oka Prefecture told some of 
the erewmen: “As a result of 
investigations with the Geig- 
er counter, we find that your 
hair, nails and the hall of 
the ship have a considerable 
amount of radiation. If left 
alone as it is, it will surely 
kill you. We are of the opin- 
ion that you should pe’ 
your clothes and have them 
sent to the Prefecture. We 
are also of the opinion that 
you should leave the ship.” 
Five of the crewmen agreed 
to spend the night at the 
hospital. 


Aikichi Kuboyama took the 
news rather stoically. He went 
back to his boat and worked on 
his radio equipment sti'l under 
the belief that it would put out 
on a new voyage soon. He 
went to the wireless shop and 
picked up the gear-he had left 
for repair and proceeded to 
install this on board the boat 
before it was towed away. That 
night when he went home and 
told his wife about the radio- 
activity she looked at him 
blankly as though she had not 
heard a word he said. Then 
he mentioned the A-bomb and 
Hiroshima. His wife burst out 
in tears and clung to him. 


The radioman tried to 
comfort her. “Don’t worry, 
darling, it will take more 
time to see the results. I'll 
go to the hospital again. And 
since I'm a great lover of 
sake, even radioactivity 
won't harm me—sake will 
protect me@. Don't worry. 
You go to bed and sleep. 
We are going to the Yaizu 
North Hospital tomorrow.” 


The three children - were 
already asleep. His wife obedi- 
ently went to bed and Kuba- 
yama stayed up for a while 
pondering the events of the 
day Later he was to write: 
“From this day on, unhappi- 
ness in our family. began.”

Lonely Children 


CHILDREN NEED to be with other children of about 
the same age. They can play together, help each other, 
and learn a great deal from each other in the process. 
Grown-up people are not better for them than their own 
own age group in this relation. No adult can enter a 
child’s world of imagination and fantasy, play in a sand- 
pile and get down to size on the floor either physically 
or mentally. Their place is that of protector and guide, 
not as playmate. 


The runabout children, those from about three 
years to five without brothers or sisters, feel this 
need acutely. Usually they are alone all day with 
an adult who must keep watch over them while 
attending to other duties. They can be allowed 
out only at specified times under specified condi- 
tions, rarely those of free play with children their 
own age. 


The little one whose parents are both working outside 
the home is in a particularly bad place when a maid or 
a sitter has day by day care of him. This person, however 
well intentioned, cannot do much in this direction for the 
child. He is lonely, fretful, and likely soon to be a be- 
havior problem. He should have playmates but where is 
he to get them under the circumstances? 

The best solution for these lonely children is the 
nursery school. Here for some hours in the day he can 
be with other children of his age and development. He is 
under the care of trained teachers who understand his 
need for play, exercise, guidance and help. He is taught 
self-care and self-heip; consideration for others in his 
contacts with them. Above all he is safe and under in- 
telligent supervision. 


It is during these early years that these chil- 
. @ren weed opportunity to develop the use of 
their arms and legs and their hands. It is at this 
stage that they have to learn personal cleanliness 
and basic good manners. They get their first 
lessons in persona] hygiene. When a mother can- 
not attend to these important lessons herself, the 

~ nursery school is her best friend. 


I firmly believe that all such schools should be li- 
eensed and supervised by the Government. All personnel 
should have to prove eligibility by passing a state or city 
examination as to sound mental and physical health and 
the essential scholastic training. This is not work that 
just any well-intentioned people can ¢*. It is highly 
skilled, professional job and should be regarded as such.
